for them what thoy could best do for them- 
selves resulted In disappointment and failure, 
Ireland Is a living Illustration ot thla truism.

It will urge tho study of co-oper- 
ation and the means of bringing it into practice, 
and will insist upon our members giving fair 
manufacturers preference when purchasing 
the necessaries of life. It will not appeal to 
the passion or prejudice of tho people, but will 
appeal to their intelligence and common sense, 
and will pursue a progressive educational pol- 
icy to bring Into practice and havo enacted 
Into practical law its platform ot principles. 


"Tho cardinal principles of tho Brotaorhood 


of "United Labor will be land, curroncy'aad 
transportation reform,forbeneath all the social 
questions of our time these three are of primary 
and universal Importance and arc now agitating 
the great minds of tho world. First, tho right 
of man to the use of tho earth; second, the tak- 
ing from usurers and shyloclts the right to 
control our currency: third, tho governmental 
ownership of tho means of transporting per- 
sons,'freight, and intelligence, and tho taking 
of those engines of human happiness out of the 
hands ot stock gamblers and speculators, and 
operating them for the benefit of producer and 
consumer.

It was the llrst day 
tho malting operations had been started 
and the conveying of largo quantities of 
water to the upper floors possibly eauscd 


(thc collapse. No estimate of the loss can 
bo given at present, but it will be large. 
It is stated tbe building wns in n very un- 
safe condition. 


At night a I'oree of thirty or forty men 


were set to work with shovels lo clear 
away the barley and brick under which 
tho body of Meyer was supposed to bo, 
At about 8 o'clock they succeeded in ro- 
moving one of tho big tanks which was 
buried under the barley. Under this tank 
was found another. Insico of^this, in a sit 
ting posture, covered with dirt, was lound 
the lifeless body of Frcti Meyer. Hia hands 
clutched an edge of a tatk and bis appear 
anco indicated that ho had dfod of sulToca- 
tion.

Subbuth by unnecessary lu'jor, ancl wiionrc en- 
deavoring to promote Its cLccnt and proper ob- 
servance by judicious lucishuion, AS the lute 
plcanry council or Blil'-imore hus declared, tho 
due observance of ihe Lord's Dny contributes 
iranionpurably to the restriction of vice :ind Ira- 
munillty and to the i)romo:ion of peace, re- 
llglon and social order, uncl can riot, fail to draw- 
down upou thu Nation tho blessing aud pro- 
tocLion yf an oycrrulhig Providcmuo." 


Tho Cardinal refrains from suggesting 


the legislation to bo adopted by the Gov- 
ernment for tho better observance of tho 
Sunday, but is in hearty accord with any 
thing in that direction. Incidentally ho 
remarked recently that aside from tho re- 
ligious aspect of the question, sentiments 
pi humanity toward the laboring classes 
imporativsly demanded abstention from 
unnecessary hard labor on Sunday.

A PRETTY SQUATTER. 


How Slio Improved tbe Farm Glvon Her 


l)y tho Government. 


Five miles out in tho country, away from 


Jennings, La., on the opco. prairie, I saw tho 
other day a tiny home-a little, angular, 
Jacii-in-a-box land of a home—set in a patch 
of ground that measured on each of its four 
sides just a half a mile, writes a correspond- 
ent or the New Orleans Picayune. 
A wire 


fence was around the place and in another 
inclosure some sleek, fat Creole cows were 
grazing. Behind the house, over which 
vines grew plentifully—not the insect-har- 
boring honeysuckle, but the scarlet-blos- 
somed tecdrills known as "Venus-hair"— 
there stretched a good garden and a young 
orchard of beautiful pear trees—seventy to 
the acre—that when they shall be five years 
c!d ought to be yielding each yearflSa 
tree. Wire screens were at the doors and 
small windows. 
A plump young woman was feeding 


chickens in the yard. She was a girl squat- 
ter, and this was her homestead land given 
her by the Government. Two years ago 
she took possession of her claim, her 160 
acres of prairie land, and at the expense of 
about £250 put up a small house, and with 
'ier young brother went into it to live. They 
inadc a garden, set up a small poultry yard, 
put out their orchard and dug a well They 
sell vegetables and melons and eggs. They 
work bravely, and their orchard is growing, 
and their two or three cows have increased 
in number. From the first year they havo 
raised enough chickens, vegtablcs and mel- 
ons to support themselves. 


In a few years that pear orchard will 


yield them at least STOO or $800 a year, and 
their fine garden should bring them to at 
least $300 more. In a Tew years that girl 
will bo rich, and soaio young man in New 
Orleans will be wanting to throw away his 
cig irette and marry this brave nod splendid 
young pioneer, and I hope to goodness sho 
won't have him at alL
